necoming  tailgating  festivities. 


Siblings  and  parents  were  on  campus 
for  the  festivities  and  for  the  sibling 
sleepover  that  had  been  held  on 
Friday,  October  14.  The  reschedule 
date  for  the  Harvest  Festival  had 
not  been  determined  at  press  time. 

The  most  distressing  result 
of  the  power  outage  however,  was 
the  lack  of  access  to  email  services 
for  nearly  24  hours  both  during  the 
power  outage  and  beyond.  WSC's 
community  system,  which  includes 
Blackboard,  LancerMail,  and 
WebAdvisor  is  dependent  on  power 
to  function,  and  when  the  campus 
experienced  a loss  of  power,  the 
system  could  not  be  accessed  because 
the  information  was  unavailable. 
The  effects  were  felt  by  all  those  who 
rely  on  the  services.  Students  and 
administrators  alike  were  frustrated 
by  the  lack  of  email  access.  "Email 
access  is  something  that's  really 
important  to  students,"  said  Alex 
Bouley,  a resident  on  campus, 
"and  it  was  a huge  inconvenience 
to  be  without  it  for  so  long." 
The  problems  resulting  from  the 
power  outage  did  not  stop  at  the 
lack  of  email  access  the  cancellation 
of  the  Harvest  Festival,  however — 
for  residents  the  problem  was 
more  serious.  Because  power  had 
been  out  since  early  morning  and 


fire  detection  systems  were  non- 
operational.  Residence  Life  requested 
that  all  students  leave  campus  for  the 
weekend  if  possible.  By  IT.OO  a.m. 
Resident  Assistants  and  Resident 
Directorsweredistributingflyerswith 
information  about  the  situation  and 
advising  students  to  seek  alternate 
housing  for  the  weekend.  Students 
who  were  unable  or  unwilling  to 
leave  campus  for  the  night  were 
relocated  to  the  gym  building  by 
7:00  p.m.  The  number  of  students 
who  were  relocated  to  the  gym  was 
between  15  and  25  out  of  roughly 
1000  on-campus  residents,  according 
to  Associate  Director  of  Residence 
Life  Adrian  Gage.  Fortunately,  cots 
were  provided  by  the  Red  Cross  for 
students,  and  televisions  and  Xboxes 
were  provided  by  SEC  and  Surreal 
Games,  respectively.  Chartwell's 
also  provided  snacks  and  drinks 
for  the  displaced  students.  By 
midnight,  MassElectric  had  repaired 
the  blown  transformer  and  began 
to  power  up  one  building  at  a time. 
When  it  was  clear  that  the  repair 
was  successful,  students  were  able 
to  return  to  their  newly  re-powered 
dorms,  and  by  12:30  all  students 
were  back  in  the  residence  halls.

Emancipation  and 
the  54th:  The  Other 
Side  of  the  Civil  War 

Wednesday,  February  22 

The  student  members  of  the  club  worked 
hard  to  bring  Civil  War  history  to  life  with  a full 
day  of  events  which  included  presentations 
by  Abraham  Lincoln  and  Civil  War  reenactors. 

The  Civil  War  soldier  reenactors  presented  an 
encampment  of  artifacts  which  included  a display 
of  pistols  and  weapons  and  numerous  items  that  a 
soldier  would  carry  in  his  pack  during  the  war  such 
as  weapons,  bullets,  letters  home,  cookware  and 
food  rations. 

The  Civil  War  medical  doctor  reenactor 
displayed  numerous  pieces  of  equipment  and 
explained  the  harsh  and  unsanitary  medical 
methods  of  the  time  such  as  a shot  of  brandy 
before  having  a tooth  pulled  and  the  spread  of 
disease  from  continued  re-use  of  surgical  tools. 

An  Abraham  Lincoln  impersonator  spoke  of  Mr. 
Lincoln’s  life  in  first-person  from  his  family  life  with 
Mary  Todd,  to  the  Gettysbury  Address  and  finally 
his  assassination  at  Fords  Theater.  Mr.  Lincoln  later 
dined  with  students  in  the  Lancer  Loft. 

The  events  continued  into  the  evening  with 
a presentation  by  Sgt.  Rodriquez  about  black 
soldiers  in  the  Civil  War  followed  by  the  feature 
film  Glory,  which  portrays  the  54th  Massachusetts 
Volunteer  Infantry  (the  First  African  American  Unit 
organized  in  the  North.

Bound 

Worcester,  MA  - Worcester  State  College  junior 
pitcher  Tim  Stronach  (Haverhiil,  MA)  was  seiected  in  the  22nd 
round,  664th  overall,  in  the  2006  Major  League  entry  draft  by  the 
New  York  Mets  on  Wednesday  afternoon.  Stronach,  a right-hander, 
just  completed  his  junior  season  for  the  Lancers  finished  this 
season  with  just  a 3-7  record  but  posted  an  impressive  3.72  ERA 
and  struck  out  7t  batters  in  65.1  innings  of  work.  Stronach  had  his 
finest  season  with  the  Lancers  as  a sophomore  when  he  finished 
the  year  6-0  with  a 2.45  ERA  and  heid  the  opposition  to  a paitry 
.209  batting  average  as  he  helped  the  Lancers  to  their  best  finish 
ever  winning  a NCAA  Regional  Tournament  game  for  the  first  time 
in  program  history.  In  that  game,  Stronach  spun  a gem,  going  the 
distance  in  a 4-1  win  over  Suffolk  University.  Stronach  struck  out  8 
and  scattered  6 hits  in  the  victory. 

Eor  his  career,  Stronach  was  9-7  with  a 3..59  ERA.  In  125.1  innings 
of  work  he  struck  out  135  batters  averaging  more  than  one  strike- 
out per  inning. 

Stronach  is  the  first  Lancer  to  be  drafted  since  the  1960’s  when 
Worcester  State  had  three  players  selected.
